The meals and pri- 
vileges on any of tho Gunard sti^amera 
are appreciated by almost every pas- 
senger. Every body on n, steamsliip 
is apt to make friends. It scorns to 
be tho rule for women, who go down 
to sea in great ships, to disguise them- 
selves in ugly and unl)ecoming ap- 
parel, which would bo a hard thing to 
test their l>oauly. I made the ac- 
quaiiilaiico of a lady at our left, reclin- 
ing in her steanfer chair, wrapped np 
to hor neck in rags. She wrote, 
" No, indeed, I don't think you would 
know mo on Broadway. I am not 
such an awful fright when I am at 
homo, but at sea, you know, we niuH 
look frightful. It's tho thing." That, 
I think, is an exiilanatiou which ox 
plains, and it makes us anxious to 
meet these disguised fairies on Broad- 
way, or if fortune so directs ns to 
their homes, where they will appear in 
all their loveliness. 

The only place which utterly beg- 
gars description on board the Oregon 
is the smoking-room, where smoke, 
coffee and cocktails are found, and a 
"friendly game of draw pokor,"' We 
will say all men on board of oiir 
voyage were equal, except those who 
bet on the wrong card. Wo had warm 
and pleasant days most of the trip, 
except with a slight gale on the third 
day, which blew off the main trying 
sail. Such as have already beeti in- 
formed, were found almost tho samo- 
noss on each day, 

Saturday morning, however, we were 
tol.l land would soon be in Hight. 
It was seven o'clock, just as Old Sol 
was ready to give us a cheer, Ireland 
was seen, and in an liour n'panorama 
of beautiful Irish scenery swept into 
view; a y.acht bore and there lay at 
anchor, and a soft, bluish mist hnng 
over the waters in front. Everybody 
wore apparently in exuberant spirits, 
and none were more frisky than tho 
steerage passengers, whom wo were 
made aware that they could find bet- 
ter quarters on land.

The 
sliip still sped on till we got into 
Liverpool, at half past nine o'clock, 
Nothitg conld bo soen, save the ligbt« 
of the city and the shippings. r.t88en- 



gers wore landed on the following 
day, and were immediately directed to 
the Custom House, where j)assenger8' 
baggage were brooched. It is a mi- 
racle to say ours were not examined. 
We do not know. Presumably deaf- 
mutes are trusted in Liverpool. On 
the contrary, we bad two boxes of ci- 
gars in our baggage, which is one of 
the principal articles to be paid on 
duty. Wo fake the pleasure to copy 
a part of tho list of the principal articles 
on the notice, which reads : " To- 
bacco, cigars and snuff. Gold and sil- 
ver pl.ate. Ean-decologne and spirits 
of any sort. Extracts of tea, coffee, 
chicory or tobacco, and foreign re- 
prints of British registered copyright 
works aro prohibited, and if found 
will be forfeited. The iiilrodnction of 
merchandise in baggage is prohibit- 
ed," These articles to bi' paid on 
duty seems funny after all. We did 
not notice any thing against carrying 
dynamite in ber Majesty. 

We have been only two days in 
Liverpool, yet it is no good. Those 
who know we are here are apt to 
iliink that we have seen tho city at a 
glance. This is not so. It will take 
some time to do it. We do not feel 
anything like living in Now York. 
Liverpool is so much inferior to it. If 
we want to go to a certain part of tho 
city, the elevated railroads won't lake 
us, for there are none.

and we are sure everybody will bo cu- 
rious to know, and we regret to say 
that wo have not seen any ocean mon- 
sters, and have not experienced any 
sea-sickness yet.

The 
agent has already been advised several 
times through the earnest appeal of 
the executive coininitteo in the Jock- 
NAL 3rd. The committee have '* taken 
a more manly manner of stirring them 
up," yet they have always failed to 
respond promptly and practically to 
their appeal — oven without a *ord of 
encouragement. 

As to the silent population of the 
State the United Slates Census at the 
Capitol is too carefully recorded for 
Mr. Hteinwenter to correct. We are 
pfrrfectly right that the agent s -ni the 
Treasurer of the Fund only !*3 30, 
while the reinuindoi' (ijSl.SO) wan raised 
from Indiana by a student at the Col- 
lege. The correspondent pr«;tcud8 
saying "that they have not bad suf- 
ficient time to solicit eubscriptions," 
when he knew that we have already 
waited too long — in fact, ever since 
the meeting of the NationnI JJeaf 
Mute Convention at New Y(;rk in 
1883. Again he pretends saying that 
they were not animated and aroused 
into speedy action toward the erection 
of the Gdllaudei, simply because In- 
diana was not represented on the 
Committee, which mistake the editor 
of the .JouiiNAL has already corrected. 

Mr. Hteinwenter has circulated a 
report that the deaf-inutes of Indiana 
were ignorant of Thomas Hopkins 
Cal!au<let and his 8ervic<;s in the in 
t<TeHt of deaf-mute education, he has 
be<'n guilty of hearing faiHe wiliiesH 
against his neighbor and of uttering a 
libel iigainslthe people of Indiana that 
is atrociously false. It is a libel whose 
mendacity is equalled <^nly by the 
ignorance of the ultercr. Ho has de- 
liberately made a statement that is 
unqualifiedly false, and ho is guilty 
either of modesty or of ignorance. If 
ho was really ignorant of what, he was 
talking aboui, it was his duly to have 
informed hituself — a duty he could 
have performed very easily — thus ad 
ding inexcusable reckleKsness to his 
statements. If it was deliberate men- 
dacity, he should at once betake him- 
self away from the state ho does not 
scruple to utter such gross untruths 
al'Oiit. In either case, the statement 
indicates that he is a man utterly in- 
different to fuclw, and consequently 
uri-v of the State 

he _ ly. 

In spite of the fact that the Indiana 
Institution liHS been degraded from 
one of the best educational depart 
ments to one of tbe worst of late 
years, when the storm of political 
fury overwhelmed it, the entire popu- 
lation of Indiana, os a rule, can justly 
claim to be tbe most intelligent com- 
munity in the country. Of the ailent 
population is this emphatically true, 
since the Stale hai more scLolars 
yriiduated at the National Deaf Mule 
College than any other Stale. No 
State in the country, in the world, can 
show among her silent population a 
loftier grade of intelligent culture 
than are (tossessed by the dftaf-mute 
population of Indiana. 'I'liat the peo- 
ple were ignorant of Dr Gallaudet 
and his services is undoubtedly Mr. 
Steinwenter's own imagination. IJiil 
no matter what, the ciicum.ttaiiceM 
were that caused bim to make the 
statement, bis utterances are sufficient 
to forfeit any respect peoplfj may have 
heretofore had for him, and in the 
name of common decency he ought to 
go away from a place he has so injust 
ly and falsely maligned.

At the appointed honr the students 
assembled in the Lycum Shortly after, 
the collin with its ])r(H!ious contents 
was brought in and placed near the 
plalfonii.

(Jeometry we learn that a straitflit line 
is the shortest distance between two 
points, and in attempting to ])rove it 
we often get stuck in tho mud. The 
fourth brother is Trigonometry, by 
which we estimate distance, and cal- 
culate time On a jileasant summer's 
day, the student who has fairly 
mastered this subject, seeing from his 
window a party of young ladies ap 
proac'niiig the College, is able to cal 
cnlate how soon they will roach the 
gate, and by that time he is soateii un 
der a tree, and has his surveying in 
strumont ready for operation.

A Suit to Annul the Iffai*ria|pe and 
Have Her Declared Insano.

The engagement of a good looking, 
Well developed young fellow to do 
light, genteel work about the house 
has proved as great a mistake in the 
llie of Mr. George Pancosi, the 
millionnaire member of the Ar«her & 
Pancoast Manufacturing Company, as 
was the entry of Ernest Hulskamp 
into tho service of the Morosiui family 
vt Yonkers. Alinnio Archer Pancoast 
was married to the good looking and 
well developed young man, who was 
her father's valel, last November and, 
though the family have only been 
cogmz;int of ihe f.-ict a week, they 
have taken steps to have the marriage 
annulled, on the ground that the young 
lady is and has over been of unsound 
mind. She is also a deaf nuito. This 
latter fact her husband, William Henry 
Van Dorn, acknowledges, but he 
strenuously denies that his wife is of 
we-ik intellect. The first move for 
the solution of this riddle was made 
in the Supreme Court yesterday. 

Minnio Pancoast is thirty years of 
age, and to a strangi'r she appears 
very bright and pleasant looking, even 
pretty al times, her tasteful selection 
of wearing apparel heightening what 
over of beauty there is in her face 
She is fair complexioned, her hair is 
l)rown, and she is of medium size and 
well formed. The family have been 
regular visitors for years at Saratoga, 
whither they directed their summer 
tour last July. A friend of Mr. Pan 
coast in conversation with him there 
learned that Mr. Pancost's physician 
liJid recommended him to try the 
massage treatment for relief from the 
pains he was suffering because of a 
partial paralysis of the legs. Being 
asked if he could recommend anybody 
to assume the duties required, this 
friend, who is a member of the New 
York Athletic Clul>. and .as such knew 
of several athletic young "rubbers," 
spoke of William ' Van Dorn. The 
friend knew Van Dorn to bo a man of 
good ad<lress and fine physique, and 
Van Dorii was sent for. ' After Mr. 
Pancoast had one interview Van Dorn 
was employed. 

The young man ih a painter by trade 
and twenty-three years old. It re- 
quired no urging to induce Van Dorn 
to leave the business in which he had 
been instructed for the lighter and 
more lucrative employment opened to 
him. Ho had not been a professional 
athlete, though he is splendidly mo 
lelled in forui. Ho is not addicted to 
either chewing, smoking, or drinking, 
and his health has always been excel- 
lent. 

He canie to this cily with tho Pan- 
coast family at tho close of the Sara- 
toga Reason. They live al No. 3-i 
West Thirty first sireet. Van Dorn 
engaged a room at No. 134 East Thirty 
first street. His duties were ea-sy, con- 
sisting in relieving Mr. Pancoast's 
wants and aiding him in moving about 
the house. 

Van Dorn told his story lo a Herald 
reporter yesterday while seated in the 
parlor of the houso he selected as his 
abode last" autumn. He was wearing 
a cardigan jacket al tho time and there 
was a healthy glow :»bout his face, 
which rendered it attractive and plea- 
sant, but his convers.ation revealed a 
lack of educational advantages. He 
said: — "I became acquainted with 
Minnie when I wont to care for Mr. 
Pancoast, and usoTTtosee her frequent- 
ly during the summer and fall. I grew 
to love her after a while and I am sure 
she returned my aft'ection. I had no 
difficulty in conversing with her be- 
cause I learned the sign language. 
Minnie was educated in the South and 
at a deaf-mute school in this cily, so 
she told me, and had been taught to 
read the lips, so thai she readily com- 
prehended all conversation directed to 
lie.r. On tho evening of November 10 
last I called upon Ruv. F. H. Marling, 
at No. 224 East Twelfth street, and 
told him lhat I wanted u marriage ser- 
vice performed on the next dav. He 
asked me a number of questions, which 
I answered. Finally he said I Ijottor 
bring a couple of witnesses with me 
wVien I should come. I lold him then 
how old Minnie was, and ;issured him 
that we understood the steps wo were 
taking. Ho then said we might come 
the next day, which we d tit. The cere- 
mony was performed in the afternoon. 
Since that time my wife has called at 
my room to see me very oflen, :vnd has 
also written to me, but we wore not 
ready to liavo the fact of our marriage 
known until last week, Thursday, 
Then 1 told Mr. and Mrs. Pancoast of 
the marriage, showing them the creti- 
ficate. 

" Mr. Pancoast expressed some sur- 
prise, but ho interposed no objection, 
s.aying, however, that he would have 
a lawyer look over tho papers and see 
if they were all right, Ijalor in the 
day they juit me out of the house. I 
at once engaged Howe &. Hummel to 
assist me in getting my wife. In a few 
days Mr. Pancoiist sent forme and re- 
quested nio to call upon Davies, Cole 
vt Rapallo, his lawyers. I did so. An 
offer was there made of a sum of 
money, quite a large sum, too, if I 
would agree to a divorce. I don't want 
money, I want my wife, so 1 refused to 
entertain this jtroposition. Then thoy 
advised me to engage some other than 



the lawyeis I had, mentioning a name. 
More from curiosity than anything 
else I called upon this laywtr, but I 
did not like the way he talked, as he 
seemed to think a compromise was the 
best thing. He lold me not to take 
any step until 1 heard from him. I 
have not heard from him yet.'" Van 
Dorn said further that Minnie was not 
of unsound mind, and no one ever 
thought of that until iho announce- 
ment of her marriage with him, was 
made. 

At the residence of Mr. Pancoast it 
was said that gentleman was loo much 
of an invalid to see any one, and no 
information could there be obtained 
save lhat Alinnio was still in the 
house. Mr. Archer Pancoast, how- 
ever, borother of tho young woman, 
talked freely upon tho subject. He 
said his sister was afflicted with scar- 
let fever when a year old, since which 
time she has been of unsound mind 
and unable to speak or hear. He 
said " Minnie has no desire to live 
with Van Dorn, and she seems to be 
afraid of him. She is penitent and in 
full sympathy with the action that 
has been taken." 

Archer Pancoast said further that 
Van Dorn had gained the young wo- 
man's confidence .and then " bulldoz 
ed" her into the marriage. He denied 
that any money had been offered Vau- 
Dorn lo agree to a divorce. The gen- 
tleman added that he did not see how 
any sane man could agree lo perform 
a marriage ceremony for his sister to 
anybody, because it might readily bo 
seen that she was weak minded if only 
half a dozen questions were asked her. 

Rev. Dr. Marling, who performed 
the ceremony, is at present in Canada, 
whence he came to New York some 
years ago, but will return shortly. 
Tho witnesses to the marriage were 
his son Frank and Mrs P. M, Cone, 
ihe landlady of the house, No. 224 
East Twelveth street, who yesterday 
said that she knew nothing of the par- 
ties to the colract except that the 
young woman seemed bright and at 
tractive. Mr. Marling during the 
ceremony pointed out to her questions 
put to candidates and Minnio bowed 
her head each time in answer. 

Letters which Van Dorn has receiv- 
ed in every case begin, " My dear hus- 
band Will,'' and end, "Your loving 
wife," and the writing is in a clear, reg- 
ul.ar hand. Ho says he is sure she 
loves him honestly and lhat he returns 
her affection. 

Mr. R'lpallo refused yesterday to 
talk of the case, and would neither af 
firm nor deny that money was off<'red 
Van Dorn. On motion of Mr. Pan- 
coast's counsel the cases were yester- 
day continued by Judge Barett for 
one week. Mr. Panco.ast ask.9 that 
the m.'irriage be .annulled and that a 
committee in lunacy be appointed to 
take charge of the daughter s perstui 
and estate, of which ho says hh Ib iho 
heir. This estate amounts to $5,000.

They kept 
right along at their work, notwith- 
standing the repeated warnings. The 
traiumeu were engaged iu switching 
cars back and forth and a flying switch 
was made, whereby two box cans wore 
" kicked iu" upon a sido track at a 
high rale of speed. The two chihlren 
were upon this tr.ack witii their bai L.^ 
turned to moving cars, tho boy being 
about fifty feet iu adviuice "of his 
sister. 

A brakoman sending on toj> of the 
cars saw the danger tho children were 
exposed to and hollered at tho top of 
hie voice to warn them. Tho boy 
hoard tlio warning and sprang to one 
side, bui tho girl paid no attention 
whatever. Tho buffer of the car 
struck the girl and threw hor to the 
side of the track. The snow had l)een 
shoveled from the track, forming 
quite a bank. Tho girl struck this 
and rolled back under the wheels. 
The wheels passed over her, mangling 
hor iu a frightful manner. Her skull 
was so badly crushed that the brains 
ran out upon tho ground. Tho wheels 
p;issed over hor abodmen, cutting her 
in twain and her entrails, heart and 
lungs wci'o strewn along tho track. 
The flesh was stripped from the right 
arm and the left hand was badly laeo- 
ratod. 

After the accidont the little boy ran 
homo to toll his parents what had liap-

graphed tho coroner. Tho mangled 
body was taken to tho undertaking 
rooms of Drexol & Mtail whore iin in- 
quest was held and tho jury rendered 
the following verdict:

At tho in- 
quest they both testified that the girl 
was very deaf and that accounts for 
her not hearing the w 
brakoman.
